Remarks by Selectmen 


For the benefit of the taxpayers, we beg to submit tne following 
remarks: 


The increase in the town debt of $89.00 was unfortunately un- 
avoidable for several reasons; the selectmen were authorized at the 
last annual meeting to expend $1000.00 for permanent sidewalks 
and to hire the money to pay for same, but this amount was not 
appropriated, neither did the board consider it necessary to hire it, 
as will be noted from the liabilities of the town which show no in- 
crease in ‘‘notes given,’’ but rather a decrease of $1500.00 in the 
Shaw note being paid. 


In previous years the amount received from the state as railroad 
tax has been grossly in excess of this year. Last year it being 
$3105.31 and this year $123.02, a decrease of $2982.29. The amount 
received from board of license commissioners last year was $1817.- 
41 and this year $177.85, making a decrease of $1639.56 over last 
year. 

This makes a total decrease in receipts from state on those two 
items of $4621.85 which was unavoidable as far asthe town was 
concerned and could not be anticipated. 


Following our method of last year in regard to state highway . 
fund, the balance on hand appropriated by the town is shown in 
assets under ‘‘cash in hands of treasurer’’ and amount due from 
the state is shown in the same account; both these amounts ap- 
pearing again under ‘‘liabilities’’ for the purpose of making the 
matter clear to the taxpayers.

Report of School Board 


GORHAM, N. H., February 15, 1912. 


To the voters and inhabitants of the school] district of Gorham, 
New Hampshire: 


At the last district meeting the school board was authorized to 
borrow the sum of $2,000: for the purpose of repairing school build- 
ings. In accordance with this vote, new plumbing was installed in 
the high school building, the schoolhouses at the Heath district 
- and on Gorham hill were painted and thoroughly renovated, the 
outbuildings at the upper village school were shingled, and various 
minor repairs made on all schoolhouses in the district. By strict 
economy, this has been accomplished ata figure much less than 
the amount which the school board was authorized to expend. 

At the beginning of the fall term -it became necessary to secure 
another room for the lower grades owing tothe fact that over 60 
pupils were enrolled in the first grade with accommodations for . 
searcely half that number. A room in the basement of the Opera 
house was obtained, and the second grade established there, while . 
the first grade was divided into sections, one of the sections being 
in charge of an assistant and located in the room previously occu- 
pied by the second grade. Many of the pupils now entering the 
first grade are far too young for satisfactory advancement, and 
after careful consideration of the matter, and upon the advice of 
competent superintendents, the school board has decided not to 
permit any pupil under six years of age to enter school. This rule 
is to take effect at the beginning of the fall term, 1912. The school 
board has also deemed it expedient to lengthen the school year 
from 35 to 36 weeks, and the present winter term will accordingly 
consist of an additional week. 

During the year a new school has been established at the Cas- 
cades in order to cut down the expense of transporting pupils from 
the Cascades to the village schools. There are now seven teachers 
who are graduates of approved normal schools and one who holds a 
state certificate. The district is allowed $2 per week by the state 
toward the payment of these teachers, and that sum will be avail- 
able another year. 

The item entitled ‘‘temporary loan’’ in the financial report, 
which follows, may need a word of explanation. The sum of $220 
was borrowed in order to pay the teachers during the interval be- 
tween the end of the fiscal year, 1910-11, and the district meeting. 
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This loan was paid as soon as there were sufficient funds in the 
treasury, and the item, though included under the general heading 
of expenditures, should not, of course, be reckoned in ascertaining 
the actual expense of maintaining the schools for the past year.

Amount Required for Books and 
Supplies 


Section 1 of Chapter 52 of the New Hampshire Laws of 1909 pro- 
vides as follows: 


‘‘SECTION 1. Chapter 88, section 2, of the Public Statutes is 
hereby amended by striking out the entire section and inserting in 
the place thereof the following: SrctT. 2. The school board of 
each district in their annual report shall state in detail the sums of 
money which will be required during the ensuing fiscal year for the 
purchase of text books, scholars’ supplies, flags and appurtenences, 
and for the payment of the tuition of the scholars of the district in 
high schools and academies in accordance with chapter 96 of the 
Laws of 1901, and for the payment of all other statutory obliga- 
tions of the district. The selectmen of the town, in their next an- 
nual assessment, shall assess upon the taxable polls and property 
of the district a sum sufficient to meet the obligations above enum- 
erated and when collected shall pay the same over to the district 
treasurer.’’ 


' In accordance with the above quoted section we estimate that 
the sum of eight hundred dollars ($800) will be required during the 
ensuing fiscal year for the purchase of text books and scholars’ 
supplies; and we respectfully request the selectmen of the town of 
Gorham, N. H., in their next annual assessment to assess upon the 
taxable polls and property of the district a sum sufficient to meet 
the above mentioned requirement and when collected to pay the 
same over to the district treasurer.

Report of Principal 


The Grades. 


The present school year began under conditions that have tended 
much to success. For the most part the grades remained in the 
hands of teachers experienced with conditions in Gorham and fully 
acquainted with the educational requirements of New Hampshire 
law. The few vacancies that had occurred were very happily filled 
with experienced normal graduates who have proved to be very en- 
thsiastic in the performance of their work. This enthusiasm, with 
which all the teachers seem to be filled, has been transmitted 
gradually to the pupils under their charge, until now results are 
beginning to show in their work and in a consequent betterment of 
discipline. Although but recently placed on the eight-grade sys- 
tem, the schools are adhering strictly to the program of studies as 
laid down by the State Superintendent of Schools, and no student 
will be promoted unless fully up to grade. The citizens of Gorham 
should be highly gratified with the work now being done in the 
grades, and should try to accept the cordial invitation which all the 
teachers join the principal in giving, namely, to visit as often as 
possible that branch of the public schoolsin which they feel the 
most interest. 


The High School. 


From the general conduct of the students now in the high school 
it is manifest that they have been fortunate in the past in working 
in a studious atmosphere of good discipline that must indubitably 
exert its influence as they take up the larger duties and responsi- 
bilities of life. This atmosphere it is our earnest endeavor to re- 
tain, and the course of studies, through which we try to trend in 
that direction, is the course as approved by the State Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction. Though this is a trifle difficult, most of 
our students are doing well and may expect to be promoted. To 
increase the efficiency of some of our courses we have bought 
various new reference books and laboratory supplies. 

The high school is fortunate in having two excellent assistants, 
who are doing very creditable work and who are able to get extra 
advantage from a deserved popularity. 

Our enrollment now numbers fifty-four, the majority being girls. 
Of this number we hope to graduate nine in June. 
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Attendance. 


The attendance in the schools has until recently been very satis- 
factory. For the past few weeks a contagious cold seems to 
have gone the rounds, and this contagion, together with compul- 
sory vaccination in the lower grades, has made some headway 
against perfect attendance. Nevertheless, the attendance has 
been held up toa high average and no fiagrant cases of truancy 
have come under my notice. — 


Buildings. 


It is gratifying to know that by another fall a. fine building, 
with all the modern improvements, will be ready to house the little 
ones of the first and second grades and to offer to them a healthy 
place where they can study and play. This new building will re- 
lieve, also, the congestion in the Main Street building to no small 
degree. 

If Gorham wishes her schools to compare favorably with other 
New Hampshire schools, the buildings that she uses for school pur- 
poses must compare favorably with those of her neighbors. The 
erecting of a new primary school building is a long step forward. 
Another step is needed before wecan overtake ourrivals. New 
buildings must be built for the grammar and high schools. No one 
can doubt this urgent need if he has been through this building re- 
cently. 


Music. 


We were somewhat late in procuring an instructor in music. 
Early in the winter term, however, we were fortunate in securing 
a good one in Miss Florence Murray of Berlin, who now has her 
work in the grades weil started. Her chief effort in the high 
school will be to prepare the school for the commencement music. 


Conclusion. 


In closing we wish to repeat to the parents and friends of pupils 
under our control our invitation to visit school as often as possible. 
We will always be glad to receive you, as, in fact, we believe that 
constant visits from interested individuals have a decidedly good 
effect on the school.

ENGLISH I.—Composition and Rhetoric (Lockwood and Emerson), 
Part I. Themes each week. For reading and study: The 
Sketch Book, Ivanhoe, Vision of Sir Launfal, House of Seven 
Gables, The Rhime of the Ancient Mariner, As You Like It. 
Supplementary home reading. 

LATIN I.—First Year Latin (Collar and Daniel) complete. 


ANCIENT HISTORY.—West’s Ancient World. Greece and Rome 
to 800 A. D. Abundant collateral reading and rigorous insist- 
ence on historical geography. 

ALGEBRA.—The first few weeks of the fall term are given toa 
review of Arithmetic, if necessary. The rest of the year is de- 
voted to Algebra, taking into Quadratics. 


BIOLOGY.—The first half of the year is devoted to the study of 
Zoology. This includes a study of a manual, and laboratory and 
field work upon structure, life and growth of typical animal 
form. A note book is kept. The second half of the year is de- 
voted to the study of a manual, and laboratory work upon prob- 
lems of plant life and growth—seeds are planted and growth and 
development observed and recorded. A collection of an herbar- 
ium is required of each student. 


Second Year. 


ENGLISH II.—Composition and Rhetoric (Lockwood and Emer- 
son), Part II. Themes each week. For reading and study: 
Silas Marner, The Princess, Idylls of the King, Franklin’s Auto- 
biography, Merchant of Venice, Tale of Two Cities. Supple- 
mentary reading. 

LATIN II.—Cesar (Allen and Greenough), four books. Prose 
composition (Moulton and Collar), or (Barss). Sight. 

GREEK I.—Beginner’s Greek (White) complete. Anabasis begun. 


FRENCH 1.—Grammar (Chardenal) to irregular verbs. 125 to 200 
pages of easy prose; Aldrich and Foster’s reader; Sans Famille. 


GERMAN I.—Grammar (Harris), 70 to 100 pages text from reader. 


ENGLISH HISTORY.—England from Roman evacuation to date, 
“with excursions into European history at points of bearing on 
_ that of England. Abundant collateral reading. Map drawing.

GEOMETRY.—Five books of Plane Geometry, including from 300 
to 450 originals. 

BOOK-KEEPING.—A short course in elementary book-keeping 
and business practice. 

COMMERCIAL ARITHMETIC.—This includes a thorough review 


of Arithmetic with special emphasis to business forms. The text 
book used is Williams and Rogers. 


Third Year. 


ENGLISH II.—Composition and Rhetoric (Lockwood and Emer- 
son), Part III. Themes each week or compositions each month. 
For reading and study: De Coverly Papers, Life of Johnson, Life 
of Goldsmith, Vicar Be Wakefield, Julius Czesar, Macbeth, Out- 
side reading. 


GREEK II.—Anabasis (Goodwin and White), four books. Prose 
Compositioa (Collar and Daniel), 60 lessons. Sight reading. 

GERMAN II.—Grammar continued. 150 to 209 pages of easy lit- 
erature. ; 

LATIN III.—Cicero (Tunstall), six orations, including Poet 
Archias and the Manilian Law. Prose composition (Barss or 
Collar). Sight. Ovid. 

FRENCH IJ.—Grammar (Chardenal) completed. Compositiens 


from text read. Theme writing. 300 to 500 pages of prose. 
L’ Abbe Constantin, Colomba, La Tulipe Noire, La Chute. 


PHYSICS.—Study of approved manuals, recitations, lectures, lab- . 
oratory work, ete.; experiments are worked out individually with 
notebook records. 


MATHEMATICS III. —This includes a review of Arithmetic, Al- 
gebra and Geometry. The time given to each study depends up- 
on the needs of the class. 


Fourth Year. 


ENGLISH IV.—Composition and Rhetoric (Lockwood and Emer- 
son), Part IV. Themes each week and compositions each term. 
For reading and study: Burke’s Conciliation Speech, Milton’s 
Minor Poems, Essay on Burns, Rape of the Lock, Essay on Mil- 
ton, Henry V. Outside reading. 


LATIN IV.—Virgil (Greenough and Kittredge), six kooks, finish 
1500 lines of Ovid. Much sight reading. 


GREEK III.—Iliad (Seymour), six books. Composition (Collar 
and Daniel). Sight reading. 


GERMAN III.—Grammar continued, 400 to 450 pages of moderate- 
ly difficult prose and poetry. 
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FRENCH III.—Review Grammar. Composition from texts, 
theme writing continued, memorizing short poems. 500 to 700 
pages prose. Jeanne d’Arc, Athalie L’Avare, Le Bourgeois 
Gentlhomme, Le Siege de Paris, Carmen. 


MATHEMATICS III.—Same as in the third year. 


MATHEMATICS IV.—Solid Geometry for seniors. A study of 
the properties and measurements of the cube, prism, cylinder, 
pyramid, cone and sphere. 

CHEMISTRY.—Recitations, lectures and laboratory work, includ- 
ing 50 to 75 experiments by individual students with notebook 
records. Analysis of metals in solution. 


MUSIC. —Regularly each Friday afternoon.

Reoulations 

1. There are two sessions for all schools: From 9 to 12 and from 
1.10 to 4. A recess of 10 minutes is given at 10.30 and 2.30. P. M. 
sessions for Grades I and II close at 3.30. Wednesdays at 3 P. M. 


2. The doors are open fifteen minutes before each session. 
Parents should not send their children earlier. Students are not 
allowed to loiter on the grounds. 


3. Students upon entering the building must go directly to their 
own rooms and seats or into the basement. There is to be no 
loitering in the hallways or entry. 


4. Children under the age of eight who are not students nor ac- 
companied by their parents will not be allowed to visit school. 


5. No playing or disorderly conduct will be allowed in the build- 
ing and no loud nor boisterous noise in the basement. 


6. Teachers are to bein the building at 8.30 a. m. and remain 
till 4.30 p. m. and to be in their respective rooms fifteen minutes 
before each session and to remain there until the close of that ses- 
sion. 


7. Pupils are not allowed in any school room except the one in 
which they attend without permission from a teacher. 


8. Any pupil who shall cut, mark, deface or in any way injure 
any part of the school building or property shall be held account- 
able therefor in accordance with the school laws of the state. The 
janitor is required to report to the principal any violation of this 
rule. 


9. Any pupil who shall be absent from school at one time or at 
different times during the same term two days, not certified to the 
teacher by the parent or guardian, either in person or by note, as 
necessary and unavoidable, shall thereby be liable to lose his con- 
nection with the school, and may not be readmitted except by a 
permit from the school board and principal. 


10. All students reported for misconduct must remain until after 
4 o’clock. 

11. Any pupil who has fallen behind his class by absence or ir- 
regular attendance, or by indolence and inattention, shall be trans- 
ferred to a lower grade or class, at the discretion of the teacher, 
on consultation with the principal and school board. 
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12. Any pupil who shall absent himself from any examination of 
the class to which he belongs without permission of the teacher, or 
who fails to render a sufficient excuse for his absence, shall be 
transferred to a lower class or grade, on consultation with the 
principal and school board. 


13. Pupils shall walk quietly up and down stairs and through the 
hall. 

14. Any pupil losing or materially injuring any book belonging 
to the town shall replace it at once. 

15. The use of tobaccoin any form on the school premises by 
any employe or person connected with the schools is forbidden un- 
der penalty of dismissal. 


16. The janitor shall have charge of the basement, under the 
direction of the principal. He will report to the principal all viola- 
tions of rules and any misdemeanor or disobedience. 


17. TRUANCY. Every person having the custody and control of 
a child between the ages of eight and fourteen years, or of a child 
under the age of sixteen years, who cannot read at sight and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language, residing ina 
school district in which a public school is annually taught, shall 
cause such child to attend the public school all the time such schoo] 
is in session, unless the child shall be excused by the school board 
of the district because his physical or mental condition is such as to 
prevent his attendance at school for the period required, or because 
he was instructed in the English language in a private school ap- 
proved by the school board for a number of weeks equal to that in 
which the public school was in session in the common English 
branches, or, having acquired those branches, in other more ad- 
vanced studies. Any person who does not comply with the require- 
ments of this section shall be fined ten dollars for the first offence 
and twenty dollars for every subsequent offence, for the use of the 
district. 


18. Recitations are ranked on a scale of 100. The passing mark 
in any study is 75. Anaverage of not less than 95 in all studies 
and deportment entitles a student to honors of the first grade; an 
average of not less than 90, to honors of the second grade; an aver- 
age of not less than 85, to honors of the third grade; but no student 
will receive any honorable mention whose conduct or influence in 
the school is questionable. A record of three terms is required for 
mention in the annual report. 


19. These regulations may be added to or altered any time by 
the principal and school board. 
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
